Then their 
Dalloon, apparently overweighted, darted 
down from an altitude of 500 feet, and 
striking the Palisades at the west bank of 
the river, carromed off into the Hudson 
and collapsed in three feet of water. 
dell and Stevens were bruised and got a 
ducking, but escaped serious injury. They 
Were rescued by a boatman, the rescue 
being witnessed by Dr. Julian P. Thomas, 
Mr. Stevens, and others who had been 
following their course in an automobile 
from the starting point to where the col- 
lapse came. 

The accident smashed the photographic 
apparatus, and the pictures taken were 
ruined. The aeronauts also lost two \alue- 
able aeronautic instruments for record- 
ing the height of a balloon and indicat- 
ing whether it was ascending or descend- 
ing. 

The picture machine, which was ruined 
while the acronauts were struggling amid 
the shoals at the foot of the Palisades, is 
said to be the only one of its kind in ex- 
istence. It is peculiarly adapted to the 
purpose of taking pictures of scenes wit- 
nessed from a great height and represent- 
ing them as moving. 

After their accident the two aeronauts 
agreed that had they cut their. anchor 
loose entirely they would have been able 
to land gently. As it was, 
approached the earth they cast the an- 
chor in the hope that it would lodge 
and arrest their flight. Instead of doing 
s0, however, it bore them down with 
great suddenness. 

Started Where Nocquet Did. 

The ascent was made from the same 
gas works from which Paul Nocquet 
Started on the trip which ended in his 
death in the.swampse-near Amityville. 
Gathered there for the start yesterday 
afternoon were Mr. Hagen, the promoter 
of the plan to add realism to Coney Isi- 
and's illusions by the pictures which were 
to be taken; Tracy Tisdell, who had 
charge of the moving picture machine; 
several friends of Mr. Stevens, 
with Mr. Stevens and Dr. Julian P. 
Thomas of the Aero Club. 
It was 2 o'clock when Mr. Stevens 
climbed into the basket. The moving 
picture man told the reporters that he 
had 4,000 feet of film in his bigcamera and 
that he intended to use every inch of it. 
Another young man, who was assisting 
the press agent, 
the style of a Coney Island barker. 

“There is 4,000 feet of film,” explained 
this young man; “4,000 feet, and when 
the balloon rises 1,000 feet into the air 
this 4,000 feet of film will absorb 40 miles 
of landscape. Just think of it, gentle- 
men, forty miles, turning out fifteen pict- 
urés to each foot of film every two min- 
utes, working two hours and thirteen 
minutes to produce 60,000 pictures! Mar- 
velous! Nothing like it ever undertaken 
before. Special camera built for the oc- 
casion, devised and padded with air 
cushions, so that even an accident will 
not hurt the mass of moving pictures 
snapped in the air 1,000 feet above the 
elty.’”’ 

Then the sand was cast off, a few bass 
at a time, while the moving-picture man, 
getting nervous over the delay, urged 
that the start be made immediately. 

When the aeronauts cut loose the bal- 
loon rose steadily, and then started off 
in a northerly direction 


Followed in an Auto. 


Dr. Thomas and Mrs. Stevens and an 
agent of the moving-picture man had an 
automobile at the starting point, and as 
the balloon ascended they followed it 
north. During almost the entire trip they 
were able to keep the aeronauts in sight, 
and their eyes were upon them when they 
fell into the river. 

The aeronauts rose to a height of 1,500 
feet and got their picture machine work- 
ing at once, Tisdell giving his attention 
to the photographic part of the trip. Ob- 
serving the balloon from the automobile, 
which in pursuit crossed the Harlem 
River and then followed up the Yonkers 
Road, Dr. Thomas saw that the trip was 
being made with entire success. The 
balloon was traveling slowly, and it was 
not found necessary to speed the auto- 
mobile in order to keep up with it. 

Just as Yonkers was reached the balloon 
entered a cloud and was lost to sight for 
a few moments. When it reappeared it 
‘was seen to be descending. The descent 
at first was slow, but the lower it came 
the faster it fell. 

Dr. Thomas stopped his eutomobile and, 
watching the aeronauts, saw them hastily 
dropping ballast. This, however, did not 
prove effective, and the balloon began to 
Gescend faster and faster. The life-pre- 
eervers were thrown over next, and then 
came the water bottle. Even this didn’t 
check the balloon, and it fell with in- 
creased speed. The aeronauts were then 
about 300 feet from the earth and direct- 
ly over the western shore of the Hudson. 

As Dr. Thomas and the others watched 
they saw the aeronauts release their an- 
chor, which swung to and fro at the end 
of its tether as the balloon continued to 
fall. Disaster was imminent. The party 
in the auto became panicstricken, 

“Cut the anchor rope; release the an- 
chor,” cried Dr, Thomds, involuntarily,

STRIKE BROKEN AT BRIDGE. 


Non-Union Men Begin Work on the 
Biackwell’s island Spans. 


Work on the structure of the Black- 
well’s Island Bridge, which has been held 
up since last October, owing to the strike 
of the Housesmiths’ Union, was resumed 
yesterday by the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company, with a foree of sixty non-union 
housesmiths. About twenty-five strike 
pickets were at the bridge when work 
was begun, and the new men were guard- 
ed as they worked. 

Walter Drew, Commissioner of the Na- 
tional Association of Erectors of Struct- 
ural Iron and 8teel, with which the Penn- 
sylvania Steel Company is affiliated, and 
which declared for the open shop about 
six months ago, was on hand when the 
work began. He said last evening that 
about 100 men will be at work before the 
end of the week, and that the association 
could get all the competent men it wants. 

Mr. Drew added that all the work of the 
members of the association is now on the 
open-shop plan. The local unions of 
housesmiths had practically been aban- 
doned throughout the country except in 
Chicago. Some of the new men at work 
were deserters from the locals In Cleve- 
land and Pittsburg. 

Under the rules of the National Associa- 
tion of Erectors of Structural Steel and 
Iron, the minimum pay of the housesmiths 
is $4.50 for a day of eight hours. The mem- 
bers cannot pay less, but they may pay 
more-to the better class of men. Double 
wages are also paid for overtime and for 
work done on Sundays and legal holidays. 


'SAN FRANCISCO SKYSCRAPERS 


Proposed Ordinance Allows Uniimited 
Height on Wide Streets. 


Special to The New York Times. 

SAN FRANCISCO, May 15.—At a meet- 
ing of the Council on Bullding Laws and 
the various subcommittees to-day it was 
| definitely decided to recommend the fol- 
lowing ordinance: 

‘On streets 100 feet wide or over the 
height of buildings facing thereon shall, 
| be unlimited. 

‘‘On streets 80 feet wide or over the 
height of buildings shall be limited to 
200 feet. 

‘*On streets less than eighty feet wide 
the height of buildings may be one and 
one-half times the width of the street 
upon which the buildings face." 

Red Cross officials have completed the 
first work in connection with registering 
all persons at present in the city who are 
applying or likely to apply for relief. The 
task has occupied the time of more than 
300 volunteer workers for twelve days. No 
exact tabulation has yet been made of the 
number of registration cards filled out, 
but an approximate estimate is 200,000. 

An investigation in the burned district 
shows that only a few thousand men are 
now at work. Many thousands are en- 
deavoring to obtain work, and contractors 
express their desire for more men, but 
they are handicapped by lack of funds.

“They are mistaken,” said Mr. Halde- 
man. ‘“‘ For instance, I have just ex- 
changed one of my own Mutual policies 
for a North British policy. It ig for the 
same amount, on the same plan, and with 
the same premium, with a number of lib- 
eral provisions added which did not at- 
tach to the Mutual policy. 

*“‘Mine is a typical case. Others are 
faring precisely the same as myself. W 
are all gainers by the change, not losers. 
My circular to the policy holders, which 
you say you cabled to New York yester- 
day, sets forth the transfer plan, and 
anybody who reads that can see that 
there is no scaling down of the policies 
the North British has agreed to accept. 

“Out of the whole £15,000,000 there is 
less than £3,000,000 which does not come 
under the arrangement for reinsurance 
at the face-walue. Precisely what offer 
will be made to the policy holders con- 
cerned in this relatively small amount 
has not been determined, further than 
that the offer shall be a liberal one,” 


LONDON, May 15.—Harrison Hogge, the 
new London manager of the Mutual Life 
Insurance Company of New York, has 
promised to make a full statement of the 
affairs of the company in a circular to- 
morrow. 

Several large policy holders of the Mu- 
tual not connected with the Protection 
Committee are endeavoring to form a 
committee to offset the effect of the ef- 
forts of Mr. Haldeman and his associates.

Annexation Goes Through— Does it 
Mean the End of Prohibition ?

ASBURY PARK, N. J., May 15.—Great- 
er Asbury Park is now an assuer fact. 
This city and West Park, which Nes 
across the tracks of the New York & 
Long Branch Railroad, voted by large 
majorities in favor of consolidation at a 
special election held here to-day, Asbury 
Park gave 172 for the merger. The esti- 
mated majority in West Park is 150. 

It will, it is believed, put an end to 
Springwood Avenue, often referred to as 
the Tenderloin of Ocean Grove, To-night, 
therefore, the good Methodists of the twin 
city are celebrating the election as a tri- 
umph of righteousness. But conservative 
residents of Asbury Park believe that the 
election is a triumph of the liquor men, 
who almost killed prohibition at a “ snap” 
special election last Summer. The hotel 
men have, significantly enough, backed 
the annexation project. 

The Greater Asbury has about 10,000 
population. 


HOOKER-WADSWORTH DEAL. 


Assemblyman to Succeed Senator Stev- 
ens—Wadsworth for Congress.

ALBANY, May 15.—Assemblyman Hook- 
er of Genesee is likely to succeed Senator 
Stevens in the Senate. The latest reports 
from the Counties of Genesee, Wyoming, 
and Livingston, which constitute the mew 
Forty-fourth District, show that the Re- 
publicans of Livingston, under Congress- 
man Wadsworth’s leadership, are solid 
for Hooker. Genesee is, of course, for him.

She explains that they 
are simply engaged in manoeuvres, but 
the Viceroy of Transcaucasia appears to 
be preparing for possible eventualities. 
Gen. Malama, the Chief of Staff, and 
other officers have made an extensive in- 
spection tour of the frontier, and the for- 
tifications of Kars, the strongest fortress 
on the border, are being strengthened.

PETERSBURG, May 15.—No ad- 
mission is obtainable here that Russta is 
engaging in warlike preparations in 
Transcaucasia. 

It is possible that the mililtary activity 
reported in the dispatch from Tiflis is a 


demonstration designed to support Great 
Britain in her dispute with Turkey re- 
garding the boundary of the Sinai Penin- 
sula.

FAVOR SOME COAL CONCERNS. 


Discrimination on the Part of Rall 
roads Is Alleged. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 15.—Testimony 
tending to show favoritism on the part 
of railroad companies in the distribution 
of coal cars was elicited to-day, when the 
Inter-State Commerce. Commission re- 
sumed its investigation into the alleged 
railroad discrimination. 

George W. Clark, a car distributor em- 
ployed by the Pennsylvania Railroad at 
Altoona, admitted that he had «tecelved 
orders to make special assignmentg of 
cars to the Berwind-White Coal Com- 
pany and that frequently these assign- 


ments were made previous to the regular 
percentage distribution. Mr. Clark ad- 
mitted that special allotments had at 
times to a certain extent interfered with 
en uitable distribution of cars, 
Arthur Hale, Superintendent of Trans- 
portation of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, was on the stand during the greater 
art of the day. Through him it was 
rought out that the Merchants’ Coal 
Company and the Somerset Coal Company 
had frequently.received many cars in ex- 
cess of their percentage allotment, while 
various smaller companies suffered a 


shortage. 
| THAYER QUITS EVERYBODY’S. 


Sells Out to Partners— Doesn’t Ap- 
prove Starting New Publication. 


A disagreement among the managers of 
another of the important monthly maga- 
gines was made known yesterday through 
an announcement of. the retirement on 
June 1 of John Adams Thayer from 
Everybody's. 

Mr. Thayer has been Treasurer and 
General Manager of the Ridgway-Thayer 
Company ever,since he and his two part- 
ners, Erman J. Ridgway and G. W. 
Wilder, purchased the magazine. His 
retirement, he said last night, is entirely 
for business reasons, and not because of 
any disagreement as to editorial policy. 

The announcement of Mr. Thayer's re- 
tirement was made in this statement: 

“John Adams Thayer, Treasurer and 
general manager of the Ridgway-Thayer 
Company, publisher of Everybody's Mag- 
agine, retires on June 1 from active par- 
ticipation in the management of the com- 
pany. It is learned that while Mr, Thayer 
has sold the larger part of his stock to 
his original partners in the enterprise, he 
retains an interest which leaves him the 
third largest stockholder in the company. 

“Mr. Thayer's reasons for withdrawing 
are wholly of a business nature. He is 
not in accord with his associates in their 
plan to start another publication at this 
time, in which he would have less than 
a controlling interest. Mr. Thayer's work 
has been chiefly directed to building up 
the advertising income of Everybody’s, 
as earlier thet of The Delineator and The 
Ladies’ Home Journal. 

“The amount of money involvéd in the 
transaction is not stated, but {it is esti- 
mated at over $250,000. The policy of the 
magazine will not be changed.” 

The new publication alluded to is'to be a 
weekly, Mr. Thayer said last night. He 
could not tell any more about it, he said, 
because he was unfamiliar with the de- 
tails of the plans. As for his own future 
purposes, he said, the first thing ahead of 
him was a long rest from the labor of 
magazine making. 

“T've been building up the advertising 
of magazines for the last fifteen years,” 
he said. “First The Ladies’ Home 
Journal, then The Delineator, then Bvery- 
body’s. I have raised the advertising in- 
come of Everybody’s from $120,000 to over 
$750,000, and I'm sufficiently tired of the 
work to find the idea unattractive of 
starting in with this new publication and 
building it up with only a one-third inter- 


est in it.” 


Mr. Thayer returned to New York from 


an extended trip through the West about 
a month ago. Since his return there 
have been rumors among the periodical 
ublishers that a change was coming iu 
he management of Everybody’s.

TO POOLROOM WATCHERS 


Sartorial Signal Corps Sup- 
pressed at Belmont Park, 


POSED ON GRAND STAND ROOF 


Pinkertons Arrest the White-Hatted, 
the Silk-Hatted, and the Gray- 
Suited Signals, but Let Them Go. 


Pinkerton detectives on duty at the Bel- 
mont Park and guarding 
against the transmission of race track 
news to city poolrooms, worked out a 
sartorial puzzle yesterday that has been 


bothering them since the opening day of 
the races there. 

The solution of the mystery resulted in 
the arrest of three men, strikingly ar- 
rayed, who posed on the highest part of 
the grand stand roof, as agents of the 
poolrooms, The prisoners, Robert Pink- 
erton said, were figures in an entirely 
new signal code, which his men had de- 
tected after close watch for several days, 
each man being a signal in himself. 

On the roof of the grand stand are a 
number of flagstaffs from which flutter 
various banners. These, as the Pinker- 
tons worked it out, were all numbered 
in a code book arranged by the poolroom 
agents outside the grounds. One of the 
human signals wore a gray suit. The 
other two were in black, but one of 
them wore a white felt hat and the 
other a black silk hat, Through strong 
field glasses the poolroom agents outside 
could see both the human signals and the 
flagstaffs on the grand stand roof. 

Suppose the time was just after the 
starters for the Metropolitan Handicap 
had been holsted. Then, if the silk-hatted 
man stood at flagstaff No. 1, for ex- 
ample, it meant that Dandelion was 
scratched. If the gray-sulted man stood 
by flagstaff No. 4 it meant that Roseben 
would not start. But if it was the white- 
hatted man under flagstaff No. 4 the pool- 
room men would know that Grapple was 
out. 

A similar code was In vogue for the win- 
ners. The silk-hatted man by Fiegstaff 
No, 6, for example, would announce to the 
poolroom watchers that Grapple was the 
winner, and they would telephone the 
news to the poolrooms at once. This, at 
least, is how the Pinkertons figured it 
out.

Efforts to signal by means of big num- 
bers written on the backs of programmes 
were frustrated by the police with ease, 
and the Pinkertons said that they were 
convinced that they had the poolroom 
correspondents beaten badly at Belmont 
Park, They look for renewed trouble 
when the scene of racing changes to 
Gravesend next Monday, as the smaller 
space covered by the grounds of the 
Brooklyn Jockey Club track will make 
signaling easy, while the proximity of 
several fairly tall buildings will give 
watchers on the outside a chance to see 
much for themselves. 

The Pinkerton men have kept a lookout 
at Gravesend, and are fully informed as 
to the activity of the poolroom men at 
that point, where the agents and corre- 
spondents have rented quarters in all the 
accessible buildings, and installed com- 
plete systems for telephone service. 


PIECE OF GLASS KILLS BOY.. 


Flew Up from the Sidewalk and Cut 
His Jugular Veln. 


Seven-year-old Charles Mendal of 26 
Norfolk Street was almost instantly killed 
near his home last night. He and several 
other boys of about his own age had got 
a siphon of seltzer and a heavy glass 
tumbler.

Will Sustain Tillman Anyhow in 
White House Fight. 


ROOSEVELT AGAIN ASSAILED 


Republicans Silent Under Till 
man’s Arraignment of Chief 
Executive’s Honor,

WASHINGTON, May 15.—Senator Ray- 
ner will go to the White House to-mor- 
row and ask the President for permis- 
sion to reveal to the Senate the facts con- 
cerning the conference they had when 
Mr. Roosevelt summoned Mr, Rayner to 
the White House. This decision was 
reached at the close of an éxoiting ses- 
sion in the Senate, In the course of which 
Mr. Tillman arraigned the President in te- 
plying to Mr. Roosevelt's statement ef 
last night. 

It is known that Mr. Roosevelt, during 
his conference with Mr. Rayner, told the 
latter just what he told Mr. Chandler, 
and that if he gives the Senator permis- 
sion to tell what occurred it will prove to 


be a strong confirmation of the Chandler- 
Tillman story. It is known also that at 
that time Mr. Roosevelt gave Mr. Rayner 
permission to tell the Senate the Presi- 
dent’s position on the court review amend- 
ment if it became necessary, 

If the President withholds this permig- 
sion Mr. Rayner will make a speech to 
the Senate in which, while respecting 
the President’s desire to have their con- 
ference kept quiet, he will presumably, 
express his opinion of the whole perform. 
ance, 

Senator Tillman in the Senate walted a 
long time for Senator Allison, to whom 
the President’s letter was addressed, to 
produce it, and as he did not do go 
Tillman finally presented his answer. His 
hand thus forced, Allison promptly rose 
and put the President’s letter in The 
Record, ¢xplaining that he had only been 
awaiting a favorable opportunity. 

Allison did not accompany this belated 
production of the letter with a word in 
defense of the President, though Till- 
man’s arraignment of him was so blister- 
ing that a while ago it would have called 
forth instant indignant repudiation by the 
Republicans. All the other Republican 
Senators sat tranquilly in their seats 
and listened with unmoved faces to a 
speech which said almost in so many 
words that the defense put forth by the 
President was false and that it was of 
such a nature as to indicate that Mr. 
Roosevelt was not bound by a sense of 
honor. 

Republicans Not to Answer. 

There will be no answer. The Repub 
licans will not answer, will not defend. 
The Democrats are satisfied to ‘go to 
the jury,” as Senator Bailey expresses it, 
on the case as made up. 

Mr. Tillman began his speech by re- 
ferring to the fact that ‘‘an honored ex- 
member of the Senate" had been branded 
as the author of a “deliberate and un- 
qualified falsehood "’ by a telephonic mes- 
sage from the President.

endowment policy was also 
made.out to Miss Malone. According to 
Mrs. Ella Fuller of 4,813 Fifth Avenue, 
Brooklyn, Mrs. Mattern sent for Capt. 
David Evans two days before her death, 
and told him that she wanted the policy 
endowment made payable to her estate, 
in order that her funeral expenses might 
be paid, the balance of the money 
be turned over to Nathan Cutler, the ex- 
ecutor, who would forward it to the 
niece. 

According to Mrs. Fuller, Capt. Evans 
Mrs. Mattern that the police 
policy could not be changed in such a 
way, and suggested that another bene- 
ficiary be substituted. Mrs. Mattern 
asked Capt. Evans to have his name put 
on the document as the beneficiary and 
see that ‘her funeral expenses were at- 
tended to. The balance, according to Mrs. 
Fuller, was to be turned over to the ex- 
ecutor. 

“ This,’’ said Mrs. Fuller, “ has not been 
done by Capt. Evans, who is holding the 
funds of my dead friend. While he has 
plenty of this world’s goods, Mrs. Mat- 
tern’s nearest of kin is actually in want.” 

Mrs, Fuller said she had appealed to 
Third Deputy Police Commissioner 
O'Keefe, and he told her that when he 
questioned Capt. Evans, he replied that 
Mrs. Mattern was not in her right mind 
when she made the will, on Dec. 18. 

“Tf this was the case on Dec. 13,” said 
Mrs. Fuller, ‘‘ what must have been her 
condition of mind on Dec. 26, when she 
signed the paper naming Capt. Evans as 
the beneficiary?” 

“IT have placed the matter in the hands 
of my lawyers,” said Capt. Evans last 
night, “‘and will fight to prevent this 
relative from receiving this moncy. I 


will willingly turn it over to the Green- 
wood Cemetery Corporation, in whose 

rounds Mrs. Mattern is buried, to keep 

rs. Mattern’s grave attended to for- 
ever, but not one cent will I give to those 
who sey they represent her heirs. 

“In her last illness,”’ he continued, “I 
did everything in my power to ease her 
condition. She said that she knew she 
was dying and wanted the beneficiary 
changed on her police endowment policy 
to some one whom she could trust. 

‘“‘She told me she wanted to substitute 
my name for that of her niege, whom she 
said she had not seen or cOmmunicated 
with for. years. I sent two of my men 
to the hospital to act as witnesses, and 
her os request was complied with. 
She added that she wished me to keep 
the residue after the funeral and hos- 
pital expenses had been paid. 

“After paying the funeral and inci- 
dental expenses there is little more than 
$200 left. I feel that I am doing no 
wrong in keeping the money.”

BRITISH 10 INTERVENE 
IN THE MUTUAL SUITS 


May Start Some Actions of Their 
Own If Necessary. 


UNTERMYER ALSO MAY ACT 


The British Policy Holders Said to In- 
clude Some of Haldeman’s Support- 
ers—Two Equitable Changes. 


It was learned yesterday that the Brit- 
ish Association of Policy Holders of the 
Mutual Life Insurance Company has re- 
tained counsel here to take up the ques- 
tion of intervening in the actions which 
the Mutual has started against the Mc- 
Curdys and others of its old manage- 
ment.’ It will also institute such other 
actions against members of the Board of 
Trustees as may+be deemed responsible 
for past misdeeds if the management of 
the company does not press matters far 
enough to suit the Englishmen. 

The policy holders who are. behind this 
are said to include some of those who 
have considered going over into the North 
British and Mercantile Company along 
with D. C. Haldeman,’ the Mutual's for- 
mer manager in London. Their idea is 


to stick to the-Mutual, at least until it is 
seen how thorough are to be the efforts 
made by those inside or outside the man- 
agement to récover the money stolen or 
wasted. 

Samuel Untermyer, counsel for the In- 
ternational Committee of Policy Holders, 
was in Boston yesterday, and is not ex- 
pected to return until to-morrow, but it 
is understood that on his return the ques- 
tion of intervening will be discussed by 
the Internationa! Committee. Mr. Unter- 
myer, in interviews, heretofore has, ques- 
tioned the sincerity of the actions started 
against the McCurdys, Thébaud, and 
others, and it is expected that when the 
International Committee is fairly under 
way it will haye an important part to 
play in any movement for restitution. 

President Peabody of the Mutual, al- 
though he did not. make a direct state- 
ment on the subject, intimated yesterday 
that some of the retiring Trustees would 
mot be renominated when the company 
comes to name its ticket for the Fall 
campaign. The nominations will be by 
majority of the board, and the names to 
be selected will therefore be entirely in 
the control of the element of (he Mutual's 
board headed by H. H. Rogers: and 
George F. Baker, which first brought, for- 
ward Mr. Peabody as a candidate and 
has since dominated the company. It :s 
believed that one or more of the mem- 
bers of the Committee on Expenditures 
which the Mutual is suing on account of 
the money wasted through the misman- 
agement of the company’s supply depart- 
ment by Andrew-C. Fields will be left off 
the official ticket, this being in line with 
the departure from the “ stand pat’ pol- 
ley taken-in starting sult against these 
committeemen. 

The officers of the Mutual are consid- 
erably concerned about the British situa-

A small investment made many years 
|}ago in real estate on the south side; 
|of Long Island may make James Parker, 
|a colored man, residing in Flushing, 
wealthy. Parker is a modest property 
|}owner. His home is on Lincoln Street,

| gardens in season and furnaces when the 
wintry winds are howling through Flush- 
ing’s leafless trees. 

According to Parker, he owns fifteen

ODELL FEELS SAFER 
THAN IN MANY MONTHS 


Vague Threat of Revelations If 
He Is Bothered, 


CHANCE TO OUST HIM LOST 


His Friends Say That the Federal 
Power Has Not Its Potency—Effect 
of Washington Dispute. 


State Chairman Odell was at Republican 
headquarters in the Fifth Avenue Hotel 
yesterday and had conferences with his 
friends regarding the situation in the 
State and his status as State Chairman. | 
Among those who saw him were Senators | 
Stevens, Goodsell, and Coggeshall and} 
James G. Graham, First Deputy Attorney | 
General. 

Mr. Odell was not more communicative 
concerning his plans than he has been 
heretofore, but he did say that there was 


|no change in the situation since March 1, 


when after the Legislative Correspon- 
dents’ dinner in Albany he declared that | 
all that his opponents lacked was courage | 


}and a candidate. 


“That is about as true as ever it was,”’ 
was the Chairman's comment when this 
phrase was recalled to him. ‘I have re- 
ceived no word from any State Commit- 
teeman,’’ he added, ‘‘ calling either for a 
meeting of the committee or a change in|} 
the Chairmanship.”’ 

“It is believed that one of the pending 
moves is a breaking down of the barriers 
that have separated the State Chairman 
and Gov. Higgins. Those who are in a 
position to know what is going on assert 
that initial steps toward a political recon- 


ain, ciliation may soon come from Albany. 


It was said by Mr. Odell’s friends that 


he feels more secure to-day than he did 
@ week ago, before questions of veracity 
arose over the Rate bill at Washington. 
It was asserted on authority last night 
that fear of interference tn State politics } 
from Washington will not be as strong 
in the future nor as potent in shaping 
results here as it has been. It was point- 
ed out, moreover, that this fact may af- 
fect Mr. Higgins’s adherence to some 
resent influences and open an easy way 

or him to make his peace with the State 
Chairman. 

From the same source it was learned 
that there was something more than a 
desire not to make a fuss, when Mr. 
Odell’s enemies allowed him to maintain 
his position as State Chairman at the 
time when it seemed easiest to oust him. 
This was after his reapportionment plan 
had failed of passage in the Legislature, 
and the Parsons plan had been adopted. 

It has been made plain in some quarters 
that Mr. Odell, as State Chairman, is in 
a very different position from that in 
which he would be as Benjamin B, Odell, 
a private citizen. In his official position 
his lps are sealed, but his friends say if 
rough means were used to oust him he 
might no longer feel himself obliged to 
keep them so. Odell promised his ad- 
herents when the plans for removing him 
first took shape that he would stick to the 
last and make the fight of his life if need 
be. It was said last night on authority 
that he has not changed this attitude 
in the slightest degree, and on the other 
hand the chances of getting him out have 
steadily dwindled 


NO NAVY JUNK FOR BRITAIN. 


LONDON, May 15.—The rapidity with 
which Great Britain is removing from the 
navy all but her really efficient warships 
is evidenced by a statement presented to 
Parliament to-day, showing that no less 
than forty battleships and cruisers have 
practically been removed from the list 


| since 1902. 


The exact figures are eight battleships, 
ten armored 3rulsers, and three protected 
cruisers removed from the fighting effect- 
ive, while three battleships and sixteen 
protected cruisers were reclassed, placing 
them on the list of ships of the smallest | 
fighting value,

Gen. McLeer spent an hour or more at 
Gillon’s bedside He had no relatives in 
the city, he said. 

‘There's just one thing I want you to 
promise me, Jim,” said Gillon, as his old 
friend was leaving. “If I should die I 
pout? like a military funeral, if it is pos- 
sible.”’ 

“Dan,” returned the General earnestly,

““Sweated Industries Exhibition.” It is, 
as might be expected, an interesting show, 
for in it are displayed, not only many 
products of ruthlessly exploited labor, but 
typical specimens, or what are said to be 
typical specimens, of the workers who 
make the goods sold at bargain prices te 
eager shoppers are also there, engaged in 
their accustomed occupations, and the 
conditions in which they earn what 
have to pass for their livelihoods are 
elaborately explained to those who visit 
the show. They see, for instance, a wo- 
man with six children, whose toil con- 
sists in preparing for the binder the leaves 
of Bibles and Prayer Books. By working 
twelve hours a day, she manages to earn 
from 9s. to 10s. a week, of which §8s. 
6d. goes for rent. She gets 1 penny 
for 100 sheets, with an extra farthing for 
some Oxford Bibles. Another “‘ exhibit” is 
a woman of 72, who has been making ar- 
tificial flowers for 65 years, and still has 
a surprising dexterity at her pretty trade. 
Here are some details of her rates of 
payment: For making a dozen confirma- 
tion wreaths (containing one gross of 
white flowers) she receives 1s. 9d. It is 
certified that she is ‘“‘a most accom- 
plished and skillful worker.” Thus, by 
working twelve hours a day, she is able 
to make on an average 7s. a week. She 
lives in one room, for which the weekly 
rent is 4s. She has had no parochial relief, 
although sometimes there are no wreaths 
for her to make. Another flower worker 
has a blind husband. Until recently they 
occupied an underground room, for which 
4s. 6d. weekly was paid. To support her- 
self and her husband, without parish 
relief or philanthropic aid, she has often 
worked fourteen and even sixteen hours 
daily; her only respite has been to carry 
her finished flowers to the factory and 
bring back other materials. That wo- 
man’s average gross earnings are 10s. a 
week, but 6d. must be deducted for paste. 
The clothing trade supplies many ex- 
hibits, but these are enough to tell what 
the show is—and also to indicate the kind 
of comment it is receiving from those 
who study the various displays. Whether 
it will at all decrease the British matron’s 
hunger for bargains remains to be seen— 
perhaps it remains to be proved that such 
a decrease should be produced.

Ac- 
cording to the statement filed by the 
company, it earned but 2.64 per cent. on 
its capital the first year. 

The Interborough people, however, in- 
cluded their annual rental of $1,249,000 
to the city as a part of their operating 
expenses. This the Controller combatted, 
on the ground it was not an operating 
expense. On this point the Corporation 
Counsel has upheld him, and if this sum 
is not charged as an operating expense 
it would put the company’s profits for 
the year at above 5 per cent., and thus 
make the 1 per cent, due and payxble to 
the city. 

According to the Controller, the Cor- 
poration Counsel's office has not yet de- 
cided whether the company was right or 
wrong in including in its capitalization 
the item of $12,100,000 paid for the Sub- 
way lease and construction contract, 
When that point is decided, the formal 
opinion will go to the Controller.

8. Brown, Chancellor of the 
Episcopal Divcese of Western New York, 
delivered personally to-day to Dr. Alger- 
non S. Crapsey the written verdict of the 
ecclesiastical court which tried Dr. Crap- 
sey for hcresv. The court recommends: 

“That the respondent be suspended 
from exercising the functions of a min- 
ister of this Church until such time as he 
Shall satisfy the ecclesiastical authority 
of the diocese that his belief and teaching 
conform to the doctrines of the Apostles’ 
Creed and the Nicene Creed as this 
Church hath received the same. 


“‘ However, we express the earnest hope | 


and desire that the respondent may see 
his way clear during the thirty days 
which under the canons of the Church 
must intervene before sentence can be 
pronounced to fully satisfy the ecclesi- 
astical authority of such conformity on 
hig part.” 

In the text of the decision, preceding 
the recommendation, the court sets forth 
the facts on which its recommendation 
was based. 

It finds that in his book “ Reltgion and 
Politics’’ and in certain sermons Dr. 
Crapsey intended to impugn and deny the 
doctrines that Jesus Christ is God, the 
Saviour of. the: world; that He was con- 
ceived by the Holy Ghost; of His virgin 
birth, of H+; resurrection, and of the 
Blessed Trinity as contained in the Apos- 
tles’ and Nicene Creeds and set forth in 
the Book of Common Prayer of the Prot- 
estant Episcopal Church of the United 
States of America.

‘LIGHT AND AIR BOTH BAD 


Acids and Molten Metal Threaten 
Workers with a Terrible Death 
Should Building Collapse. 


Because of lack of room in the old 
| WInited States Assay Office, at 30 Wall 
| Street, and danger of its collapse, clerks 
| packed yesterday in an open alley $38,000,- 
}000 in gold bars for shipment. Lack of 
| light and ventilation itn the ramshackle 
building are, according to United States 
Assayer Herbert Gray Torrey, additional 
reasons why they should be abandoned 
| and new ones built. As a result of Secre- 
| tary Shaw's communication to the House 
|of Representatives onday, in which he 
said that the Assay Office might collapse 
; at any time and the workmen meet ter- 
| rible deaths from acids and molten metal, 
Supt. Andrew Mason and Mr. Torrey were 
| kept busy yesterday answering questions 
and showing the curious over the place. 

The New York Assay Office handles 
$50,000,000 worth of the precious metals 

;each year. It weighs, separates, and re- 

fines. In the rear of the low two-story 
building facing on Wall Street, with its 
old-fashioned facade of four Ionic col- 
umns supporting a gable, rices the six- 
story refinery which is to all intents and 
purposes a factory. 

In this rear building the melting and 
purifying of the metal is done. The re- 
finery was built in 1854. It is constructed 

| of brick and cast-iron columns of an old 
| type. These columns are filled with sul- 
Fhur, In recent years they have been 
reinforced with wooden beams and pil- 
lars. Every floor is crowded with a 
heavy load of old-fashioned gas and cok? 
furnaces, retorts, and crucibles which pre- 
sent a hopeless confusion to the unini- 
tiated. 

The floors are uneven and tremble as 
one walks on them. The light is poor and 
the heat in the rooms where the melting 
furnaces stand is almost unbearable. The 
iron pillars show scaly patches and flakes. 
The quantity of wood in the beams and 
floors makes one wonder what might 
| happen if a fire started. 

; On the fourth floor of the refinery. are 

two wooden tanks. When full these tanks 
hold from eight to twelve tons of sul- 
|phuric acid. The acid is used in the re- 
|fining process. According to A. B. Fry, 
Superintending Architect of Public Build- 
ings in New York, the heavy fumes of the 
acid have year by year soaked through 
|the floors and partitions and eaten into 
| cement, brick, and steel. Mr. Fry says 
the condition of the building is a menace 
to the workmen employed in it. He rec- 
ommends that it be vacated by July L 

The front building, which faces on Wall 
| Street, is a good example of the old-fash- 
ioned Government building, with its white 


wooden wainscotings and casements, and 

its black walnut office furniture. Mr. 

Fry says that it is far less fire-proof than 
| the rear building. In the front building 
jare the offices. Behind the frail glass 

partition in the dark and cramped public 
| waiting room one may see any day from 
| $500,000 to $1,000,000 in shining goid bars 
lying about on tables and trucks. In the 
fifteen-foot alley that separates the front 
| building from the refinery the clerks now 
have to pack or unpack the outgoing or 
incoming ingots. There is no room in 
either building. 

‘““What we need,” said Assayer Torrey, 
emphatically, “‘is a new building some- 
where within five or six blocks of our 
present location. We want room, ventila- 
}tion, and light. We should have prcfer- 
|ably a substantial double building in the 
form of a hollow square, with a well-pro- 
tected covered space devoted to receiving 
and shipping. 

‘““ Moreover, the new building should 
have a strong 300-foot smokestack to save 
our neighbors from annoyance. With our 
| present 200-foot chimney we are contin- 
ually having complaints. And the fifty- 
| foot stovepipée extension of the present 
| Stack may topple over into Wall Street 


, 


any @y. 

** Bullion dealers have of late found 
fault with our lack of promptness in get- 
ting out shipments of the metal. We had 
|}to stop for repairs more than once last 
year, 

“There is no way of adding to our 
present site. But if the value of this 
site may, as I am told, be reckoned at 
$2,000,000, I estimate that we should be 
able to obtain another larger site some- 
where in the neighborhood not too far 
from the Sub-Treasury for $1,000,000. By 
erecting a $1,000,000 building on this new 
| site we should still have lost nothing. 

“There has been some talk of remov- 
ing the refining department to Philadel- 

hia. I think this would prove highly un- 
ortunate for the many firms that de- 
pend upon it in this city, It has been 
clearly demonstrated that New York City 
is the best place for the refinery, 

“Another thing we need in the new 
building is an emergency room. The men 
are frequently severely burned in hand- 
ling the molten metal. Here we have no 
| hospital ward but this.’’ Mr. Torrey drew 
a curtain and showed a dark alcove con- 
| taining a hard leather sofa with a shawl 

thrown over it. 

‘I feel sure,’’ he went on “that Secre- 
| tary Shaw is determined to have a new 
| building din New York. When he looked 
;over our present building several years 
ago he seemed shocked at its condition.’’ 

Supt. Mason, who has been in the old 
| bull ing since 1853, when he came over 
|from the Philadelphia Mint as Assistant 
| Assayer, seemed reluctant to give up the 
|present location. While admitting that 
the front building is a fire-trap, Mr. 
Mason maintains that the refinery is still 
fairl yadequate. 

‘*‘I doubt if we could do better than 
duplicate it,” he said. ‘‘If necessary it 
can be still further strengthened. But I 
should be sorry to see the Assay Office 
moved from a location which best meets 
poe rena of the people of New 
York.”

BRIG, GEN. TIDBALL DEAD. 


He Served In the Army Nearly Sixty 
Years, and Did It Gallantly. 


Brig. Gen. John Caldwell Tidball, Unit- 
ed States Army, retired, one of the few 
remaining leading army officers in the 
civil war, died yesterday afternoon at his 
residence, 210 Walinut Street, Montcialr, 
at the age of 81. Gen. Tidball was born 
near Wheeling, West Va. He was gradu- 
ated from the Military Academy in 1848. 
He served in the Florida hostilities against 
the Seminole Indians, and accompanied 
an exploring expedition to California in 
1853-4. In 1859 he was sent on the expe- 
dition to Harper’s Ferry to suppress 
John Brown's raid. He served all through 
the civil war, being brevetted five times 
for gallant and meritorious conduct on 
the field, and being complimented person- 
ally by President Lincoln for his work at 
Gettysburg, where he was in command of 
the Second Brigade Horse Artillery. He 
became a Brigadier General in 1865. 

After the civil war Gen. Tidball was in 
active service for forty years, and was 
assigned to almost every army post from 
Alaska to Texas. He was the first Gov- 
ernor of Alaska, and lived there for six 
years. He was Commandant at West 
Point for many years, and was Comman- 
dant at the Artillery School at Fort Mon- 
roe, Va., and reorganized and brought 
— institution to a high state of perfec- 
tion. 

Gen. Tidball was married twice. His 
first wife was Miss Mary Davis, daugh- 
ter of Cart. Davis, United States Army. 
jie afterward married 7 Langdoa 
Dana, daughter of Gen. N. T. Dana, 
United States Army. He is survived by 
two daughters, Miss Mabel Tidball and 
Mrs. Robert 8. Potter of Brownsville. 
New York, and two sons, Prof. John §8. 
Tidball of the Columbus (Ohio) State Unit- 
versity and Lieut. William Tidbell of the 
Artillery Corps. He will be buried at 
West Point.

The selling that fs done on a strong 
market excites no uneasiness and is com- 
monly regarded with mild curiosity. It 
seems perfectly obvious that when prices 
are rising the buying must be stronger | 
than the selling. 
the decline the selling is anxiously scru- | 
tinized. A reaction does not go very far 
before one man says, with. the tone of 
having just made an important discovery: 
“ Somebody is selling this market.” An- 
other, in the same manner, says: “ They 
are slipping out of stocks. I don’t lke 
the looks of the market.” Another calls 
you to witness that he said day before 
yesterday that the big people were feed- 
ing out stocks on every hard spot.

CITY RAILWAY DEFICIT GROWS '* 


Belmont End will” Pay Interborough- 


Metropolitan Dividend. 


The publication yesterday of the earn- 
ings of the New York Clty Railway sys- 
tem for the quarter ended March 31, 
taken in conjunction with the recently 
published earnings of the Interborough 
Rapid Tremsit Company, show to what ex- 
tent the dividend on the preferred stock 
of the Interborough-Metropolitan Com- 
pany was earned during the first quarter 
of 1906. 

The New York City Railway system re- 
ported yesterday a deficit of $16,367 for 
the quarter before the payment of the 7 
per cent. dividend on Metropolitan Street 
Railway stock. The deficit after the pay- 
ment of this dividend was $926,367. In 
other words, any dividends paid on Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan preferred out of the 
earnings of the first quarter of the pres- 
ent year will have to be derived solely 
from the earnings of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company. 

The surplus earnings of the Manhattan 
and Subway Divisions of the Interborough 
Rapid Transit Company for the first three 
months of the year amounted to $1,109, 000 | 
Three months’ interest on the $76,000,008 | 
of Interborough-Metropolitan 4% per cent. 
bonds calls for $787,500, leaving $321,639 
applicable to the dividend on the preferred 
stock of the Interborough-Metropolitan 
Company. This is $366,000 less than the 
amount required to pay the full quarterly 
dividend on shat stock. 

The payment of the 7 per cent. on Met- 
ropolitan Street Railway stock, —— 
unearned, will, of course, place in t 
treasury of the Interborough- Metropolitan 
Company more than enough to pay the 5 
per cent. dividend on its own _ preferred 
stock. The payment of this dividend, how- 
ever, adds necessarily to the large deficit 
already standing on the books of the New 
York City Railway Company.

Not Getting It Helps to Make Mental 
Defectives, Educator Says. 


Dr. F. Ward Crampton, Assistant Direc- 
tor of Physical Training of the Depart- 
; ment of Education, takes a serious view 
| of the department’s need of $15,000 with 
which to install physical training equip- 
| ment in twenty or more new schoo! build- 
ings opened within the last two years. 
| “While what is known as free-hand 
| physical training is satisfactory, the work 
| with the apparatus is absolutely necessary 
jin our schools,’ said Dr. Crampton yes- | 
| terday. ‘The handling of apparatus is 
|a motor training, which fits children for 
| competition in life. Lack of motor train- 
ing is largely responsible for the number 
S| of mentally defective children in our city.

MAY ASK A TELEPHONE BOND. 


Controller Thinks the New Company 
Can’t Pay Expenses at $12 Rate, 


, Controller Metz has received from Roch- 
ester some of the records of the Roches- 
ter Telephone Company, an independent 
concern, which will be laid before the 
Board of Estimate in studying the pro- 
posal of Martin W. Littleton, who, on be- 
half of the Atlantic Telephone Company, 
offered to give subscribers,a@ service of 
600 calls for $12 a year if his company 
did not have to pay the city anything 
for its franchise and could receive $300,- 
000 a year from the city for municipal 
telephones. 

The Rochester data show that the com- 
pany in that ~ charges subscribers $24 
a year for residence telephones within 
the mile limit and $30 for telephones 
beyond that limit. The business house 
rate is $48 a year. The expense accounts 
of the company show that the average 
cost of building each line is $100 and the 
average cost of maintenance is $26 a 
a line a year. Thus the company sus- 
tains a loss on each telephone within 
the mile limit. 

In view of these facts, the Controller 
will ask Mr. Littleton if his company is 
willing to guarantee by bond that it can 
furnish a service for $12 in this city. 


BROWNE IS REARRESTED.

MILL OWNERS WOULD SUE 
TRUSTS AND LABOR MEN 


Manufacturers Denounce Illegal 
Acts of Labor and Capital. 


FRICTION OVER THE TARIFF 


A Storm Averted by a Compromise at 
the Meeting of National 
Association. 


The National Assoctation of Manufact- 
urers, at the second session of its ¢lev- 
enth annual convention in the Astor Gal- 
lery of the Waldorf-Astoria yesterday, 
heard the first report of its Committee on 
Resolutions and adopted it unanimously, 
although it was aimed against combina- 
tions of capital as well as combinations of 
labor, 

Although two days of the convention 
had seen much of denunciation of labor 
combinations and unions and had pro- 
duced many appeals for further organi- 
zation of capital as against organization 
of labor, the resolution was adopted by 
the convention without a single protest. 

The resolution was: 


Whereas, The Federal and State laws to pre- 
vent arbitrary, tyrannous, and harmfu! acts of 
combinations in restraint of trade are in the 
interest of the whole people, and 

Whereas, The operations of various combina- 
tions have been notoriously contrary to law in 
conspiring to injure trade, both State and inter- 
State, and to prevent the free operation of in- 
dustries, and 

Whereas, These conspiracies have been most 
tyrannous and oppressive, and have robbed 
oe of their onstitutional rights and lib- 
erties. 

Therefore, Be it resolved that the members 
of this assoctation, through its officers, make 
demand upon the proper authorities to prose- 
cute the officers and members of all combina- 
tions of capital and labor whenever their acts 
contravene the law. 


At the afternoon session there was the 
thunder of an approaching storm when 
the Committee og Tariff and Reciprocity 
presented its report. The Chairman of the 
committee was not present. There had 
been, evidently, none too much accord in 
the committee, and there were manufact- 
urers in the convention whose interests 
would have been affected either way the 
report read if it was a report with a def- 
{nite stand on tariff legislation. 

The Deputy Chairman read the report, 
which was simply to the effect that a 
table had been made up showing how the 
various manufactures as represented by 
the members were affected by the present 
tariff. It recommended that the commit- 
tee be allowed to inquire as to the interests 


of the various members in the matter of | 


tariff and reciprocity. 
Then, up sprang a member of the com- 


mittee and tried to read a resolution 
which had been born in the committee, 
but this was headed off, and the resolu- 
tion was referred without being read. The 
financial interests of the members of the 
association were so various in the matter 
of tariff that the committee seemed to be 
handling gun cotton, and even the conven- 
tion did not want $a, style with it. It was 
sidetracked beautifu ny. 

At the morning session James A. Emery 
of the Citizens’ Industrial Association of 
America addressed the convention urging 
the importance of directly facing the 
issue between individualism and Social- 
ism. He declared that the issue at stake 
was that of whether the fundamental
